This was Mrs. Fietcher’s first att2mpt 
at teaching, but she labored hard and earnestly, and the 
scholars made good progress. It was thought best by the 
School Board to unite this with the Plain school for the fall 
term. The winter term was taught by Miss Lela G. Brown, 
a graduate of the State Normal School. The examination 
showed that the scholars had made good progress in their 
studies. The summer term of what has been the Union 
district was taught by Miss Elma C. Foster, a most excel- 
lent teacher. Having been disappointed in the teacher 
whom we thought to have for the fall term, and not being 
able to secure another, I taught the school myself. The 
winter term was taught by John B. Foster. His reputation 
as a successful teacher has already been established. 

The three terms in the Quincy school were taught by 
Mrs. Winnifred W. Baker, a former teacher, who conducted 
the school in a successful manner. , 

The summer term of the school at East Rumney was 
taught by Amon O. Benfield. The remaining two terms 
were taught by Miss Bertha E. Merrill in such a manner as 
to ensure success. 

Miss Mary E. Pillsbury taught the grammar school. She 
has sustained her high reputation as a teacher. I was much 
pleased with the school. 

Miss Mary Smart taught the primary department. I en- 
joyed my visits to this school, and am confident it was a 
successful and profitable one. 

The summer term at Doetown was taught by Miss Alice 
E. Herbert. She has taught this school successfully two or 
more terms. The remaining terms were taught by Miss 
Agnes Merrill. She maintained good order, and her pupils 
made good. progress in their studies. This year, as in 
former years, the records of this school show a poor attend- 
ance on the part of a few of the scholars. 

The school registers show the enumeration of scholars to 
be as follows for 1891: Number of boys, 118; number of 
girls, 126; number of weeks of school, 27. 

In closing this report of the schools for the past year I 
Wish to extend my thanks to teachers and scholars for the 
kindness they have shown me.
